OTTAWA, Oct. 25-—Gettlers leaving 
Caneda during the twelve months end- 
ef BPeptember had effects of greater 
value than those of settlers entering 
Canada during ithe same period. Set- 
tlerea effécts imported during the 
twelve months were $6,386,149 {in 
value; compared with $6,971,625, the 
value of settlers effecta exported. dn 
both cases there is a decline from the 
corresponding year previous. Settlers 
effecte imported were $9.426, 860 in 
value during the year ended Septem- 
ber, 1921. Settlers effects exported 
were $7,360,241. °

LONDON, Oct. 25.—The Con- 
servative government was formed 
to carry out a policy of naked 
reaction; Labor jis appealing to 
the men and women of the coun- 
try on a policy of international 
peace and national reconstruction, 
declares the Labor party's elec- 
tion manifésto issued today. 

‘Revision of the peace treaties, 
which caused greater interna- 
tional wrongs than they removed, 
is the first step to peace,’’ it con- 
tinues. 

‘‘German reparations must be 
brought within Germany’s capac- 
ity to pay. Turkey’s relations 
with Europe and freedom of the 
straits can only be dealt with in an 
international conference by the rep- 
resentatives of all the countries con- 
cerned. 

“Labor ie working for an all ine 
elusive League of Nationa with power 
to deal with international disputes by 
methods of judicial arbitration and 
conciliation. Through the League of 
Nations an agreement can be reach- 
ed for the limitation of armaments 
eer general Aisarmament as the 
goal,” 

The Labor party advocates the in- 
dependence of Egypt, self-government 
of India and cordial relationship in 
respect to the Irish treaty.

“Labor,” says the manifesto, “rec- 
ognises the urgent need of lifti 
from trade and industry the dead 
weight burden of the national debt. 
It therefore proposes the creation of a 
war dedt redemption fund by a special 
graduated levy on fortunes exceeding 
£5,000. Labor will not penalize 
thrift, but will require some restitu- 
tion from the profiteers out of the 
pege bantacrie! made in the war.”

“We have made peace in Burope, 
we have made peace in the Near Hast, 
What does the new policy mean? It's 
no use using words unless they mean 
something. 

“Lam all for co-operation with the 
allies, but Great Britain has her own 
responsibilities. She has her own 
mission in the world, and she must 
stand bw it.” , 

In the course of his dealing with 
home affairs. Mr. Lioyd George de- 
clared the first purpose of any govern- 
ment in its policv at home must be 
to do everything to improve trade.

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Another Coalition Collapse 

Britain's coalition Government 
was not jwrecked by @ successful 
drive engineered by an organized 
opposition party. It was not swept 
out of office by a ‘‘rising tide’’ of 
popular enthusiasm for some new 
leader. It just went to pieces. The 
combination collapsed. It was too 
flimsy to hold together longer The 
elements composing it never had 
anything in common save the de- 
sire to save the country from des- 
truction et the hands of Germany. 
When the war ended its basis was 
destroyed, the sole reason and 
justification for its existence was 
wiped out, and it should have 
come to an end. When the kaiser 
quit the coalition should have fol- 
lowed suit. 

Instead, the patch-work Minis- 
try rushed to the country and se- 
cured another five years’ lease of 
office before the electors icould 
realize that the war was over and 
that it was time to begin to repair 
damages, pay the bills, and get 
back to the common business of 
life. Its electoral victory was \the 
beginning of the end. The war 
time coalition had become @ peace 
time aggregation of office holders, 
with no title to office but the fact 
that they hhad snatched a verdict 
from the war-fevered electorate, 
and With no consistent and ade- 
quate program of reconstructive 
proposals upon which they could 
‘agree and appeal for popular sup- 
port. The Government has held 
office for two jyears by virtue of 
the mechanical majority obtained 
at the armistice election, and with- 
out reference to ‘whether or not 
it retained the (confidence of the 
publie, rather under strong suspi- 
cion that it did not. 

The notable thing is that ithe 
coalition came to an end only be- 
cause it could not carry on. It is 
the habit of coalitions to develop 
the hanging-on tendency, but rare- 
ly to such a degree. The fidelity 
of the ill-assorted Mimisters has 
been remarkable. That they twere 
at sixes and sevens on most ques- 
tions of domestic interest and for- 
eign policy was ‘well (known, ‘but 
they held their peace and muddled 
along. To all appearances they 
would be still standing together 
and going {through the motions of 
governing if the Unionist members 
of Parliament had not bolted. 
They did not ‘‘split’’ on any issue 
of principle or poucy. They hedg- 
ed, and atuck to ‘the ship to the 
last. If ever men tried to keep a 
coalition afloat the members of | 
the late Government did. ‘That | 
it became a case of * ‘every man 
for himself’’ js no fault of theirs. | 
It is to be supposed they held to- 
gether for public reasons, believ- 
ing that if they parted company 
some pther administration would 
come into power that would give 
the country even worse govern- 
ment than it was getting. 

The result is m sufficient com- 
mentary on that delusion to which 
Oanadians were invited to agree a 
few years back—that ‘‘politics’’ 
was an evil thing, and that the 
way to get capable administration 
was to pick on ‘“big business men” 
regardless of their views on public 
matters and combine them as the | 
national directorate. Britain has | 
surely tried that experiment long | 
enough, and the outcome leaves 
no room for doubt. If the coal- 
ition form of government were 
practically possible as a perman- 
ent. system there would be no up- 
roar in the little islands today. It 
does, after jall, make a difference 
whether the members of a Govern- 
ment agree or disagree as to the 
course that should-be followed on 
such matters as the tariff, and tax- 
ation, and education, and foreign 
affairs. ‘The contrary has been 
tried out in Britain to the limit, 
and abandoned as practically ‘im- 
possible and nationally disastrous.

The royal commission which in-

Moscow to rt a p da 
campaign among the natives. That 
is in confirmation of previous press 
reports. It also establishes that 
while outsiders have been feeding 
the Russians the alleged 
Government of Russia has been 
carrying on its world revolution 
program ‘‘as usual.’’ 


Wholesale Murder. 


The grand. jury has finished in- 
vestigating the slaughter of coal 
miners that took place at Herron, 
THinois, last July. In all the jurors 
indicted 434 persons for having 
taken part in the attack on the 
workers in the mine, while 48 of 
these are charged with the murder 
of the 28 who were done to death, 
some with refinements of cruelty. 
The process of sorting out the hun- 
dreds of accused and fixing the re- 
sponsibility which belongs to each 
will necessarily keep the courts 
busy for some time. If in the end 
penalties are distributed in keep- 
ing with the crimes committed, the 
Herron affair should long linger 
in the memory of the ‘‘reds’’ of 
this continent as a warning that 
they cannot resort to savagery 
without paying the price, and that 
they cannot escape the conse- 
quences by assembling themselves 
in mobs and killing under the pre- 
tense that they are defending the 
rights of members of a powerful 
labor union. The member of a 
Jabor union has'no more rights 
than any jother man as regards the 
privilege of earning a living and 
protection from the law, and he 
certainly has no rights which 
either need to be or can be protect- 
ed by murder,
